APPROVED BY CONSENSUS IN COMITE 6, NORTH AFRICANS LED BY ALGERIA 
WERE ARGUING FOR POSTPONEMENT OR VARIOUS CHANGES IN DRAFT. 

FRENCH EFFORTS TO DRUM UP SUPPORT FOR POSTPONEMENT FURTHER COMPLICATED 

SITUATION. DURING COMITE 6 MEETING AFRICANS HUDDLED IN CORNER 
OF ROOM. OBVIOUSLY HAVING HEATED FIGHT. SHITTA BEY (NIGERIA) 

AND SAM (GHANA) APPROACHED US, UK. JAPAN AND AUSTRALIA TO 
SAY THEY COULD NOT HOLD GROUP UNLESS THEY COULD MAKE SOME 
GESTURE TO HARD HEADS AND PLEADED FOR ACCEPTANCE OF WORD "ALWAYS" 

IN OP PARA 6. TO UK'S QUESTION WHETHER THEY UNDERSTOOD THAT 
AS REFERRING TO PUBLICATION BY UN ONLY, THEY SAID 
YES, AND UK, JAPAN AND AUSTRALIA ON THAT BASIS AGREED ACCEPT 
CHANGE. AT USDEL'S URGING SHITTA-BEY AND SAM MADE FURTHER 
UNSUCCESSFUL ATTEMPT WITH AFRICANS TO 

KEEP PRECISE LANGUAGE OF PACKAGE, BUT RETURNED TO SAY THAT WITH 
AGREEMENT TO WORD "ALWAYS" THEY COULD DELIVER ENTIRE GROUP; 

WITHOUT RESERVATIONS EXPLANATION WOULD GO. US DEL SAID IT 
WOULD NEITHER AGREE NOR OBJECT. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE -

CHINESE ATTITUDE ON KHMER ISSUE - 
OHTAKA (JAPAN), WHO CONJECTURED PRC NOT REALLY VERY DISAPPOINTED 
BY OUTCOME KHMER ISSUE, TOLD POLCOUNS THAT AFTER VOTE CHINESE 
IN NY SEEMED MAKE POINT OF GREETING MEMBERS OF JAPANESE MISSION 
WITH COURTEOUS SMILES AND COMPLETE LACK OF RANCOR. HE TERMED 
IT "ORIENTAL STYLE OF ACCEPTING DEFEAT." HE SAID SENIOR PRC 
OFFICIAL IN PEKING TOLD JAPANESE MISSION THERE OUTCOME 
OF ISSUE AND FACT JAPANESE AND CHINESE ON OPPOSITE SIDES 
WOULD NOT AFFECT SINO-JAPANESE RELATIONS, AND HAD ADDED 
THAT WITH AMERICANS WITHDRAWING FROM ASIA IT WAS NECESSARY BE 
ESPECIALLY ALERT OT SOVIET MACHINATIONS. (CONFIDENTIAL -

UN EMERGENCY FORCE - 

SYG WALDHEIM TOLD AMB BENNETT THAT SOVIET REP MALIK READ 
HIM MOSCOW'S INSTRUCTIONS STATING USSR CONSIDERED INITIAL 
PHASE OF UNEF DEPLOYMENT COMPLETED AND IT WOULD NO LONGER 
PROVIDE NON REIMBURSABLE AIRLIFT SERVICES. SYG SAID SOVIETS 
LEFT SOME 200 AUSTRAINS STRANDED ON TARMAC FOR LAST 10 DAYS, 
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AND AUSTRIAN REP ASKED IF US COULD AIRLIFT REMAINDER OF AUSTRIAN 
CONTINGENT. AMB BENNETT REPLIED HE COULD NOT HOLD OUT HOPE 
OF FAVORABLE RESPONSE, COMMENTING US HAD NO DESIRE TAKE

TREATY TO UNDERTAKE IT BUT AGREED CONSIDER LANSKY'S COUNTER- 
PROPOSAL JAPANESE LEND UN SOME JAL AIRCRAFT. (CONFIDENTIAL -

OUTER SPACE - 

QUESTION OF OUTER SPACE COMITE ENLARGEMENT ERUPTED WHEN PAKISTAN 
STATED IN COMITE 1 IT WAS TIME TO ENLARGE COMITE AND OSC 
SHOULD NOT BE ALLOWED DETERMINE OWN MEMBERSHIP. PAKISTANIS 
AND INDONESIANS CIRCULATED INFORMAL DRAFT AMENDMENTS TO 
OMNIBUS RES SETTING JAN. 31, 1974 DEADLINE FOR NOMINATION 
NEW MEMBERS BY GA PRES IN CONSULTATION WITH OSC CHAIRMAN. OMNIBUS
